luctive of much evil. Tbc strongest 
nd most worthless applicants were 


often the most successful in drawing 
icavy supplies. The weak and sick 
were crowded back and had no one to 
represent them. 
A considerable class 


aecame demoralized to such an extent 
that the appearance of yellow fever sig- 
nifies nothing to them but an abundance 
of free rations, and excites in their 
minds pleasure rather than regret. They 
are not the honest, hard-working labor- 
ers, but a floating class of little use un- 
der any circumstances, or to any com- 
munity. The policy adopted by our 
authorities and suggested by us several 
weeks ago, in_anticipiition of the fever 
again, is to dc"populate the city, and if 
rations are to be collected and given 
out, let this be done in the country 
where there is, and probably can be no 
fever this year. Thus the crowds will 
be kept out and many lives will be 
saved." 


The greatest difficulty yet experienced 


in carrying out this wholesome sugges- 
tion has been in the selection of a 
suitable camping ground. 
Several 


places along the line of the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad have been 
selected, but in every instance the peo- 
ple living in the immediate vicinity 
have offered strong opposition.
